Louisiana Governor Bob- 
by Jindal paid a visit to the 
LSUS campus on Friday, for 
a press conference. He dis- 
cussed the legislative special 
session that was to start on 
Sunday, and what topics 
were to be covered. 

Former Superintendant of 
Bossier Parish Schools and 
current State Representative 
for District 8 Jane Smith in- 
troduced the governor. 
Smith said that at the leg- 
islative special session to be 
held, Louisianans can “look 
forward to historical dia- 
logue and debate.” Other 


well-known faces in the 
Shreveport-Bossier area ap- 
peared also, such as Caddo 
Parish Coroner Dr. Todd 
Thoma, Caddo Parish Sher- 
iff Steve Prator, Bossier City 
Mayor Lorenz “Lo” Walker, 
and Senator Lydia Jackson 
of District 39. 

As Governor Jindal ap- 
proached the podium ap- 
plause swept across the 
Webster Room of the UC.

Jin- 
dal has stressed the impor- 
tance of reforming ethics in 
politics and ending corrup- 
tion in our state.

will be biased,” said Kay. 

A problem with the Inter- 
net being a potential way to 
appeal young voters is that 
younger crowds getting in- 
terested in politics may be- 
lieve everything they read, 
which could possibly be 
even worse than having no 
knowledge of politics at all. 
According to Kay, the use of 
the Internet “is definitely 
getting people to vote, but is 
doesn’t necessarily inform 
them about the candidates.” 

There may also be a prob- 
lem with the effectiveness of 
political advertising on pop- 
ular Web sites. Young voters 
are becoming familiarized 
with certain faces, yet they 
are not being educated on 
the importance of voting or 
of truly doing their research 
on the candidates. 

“Obama appeals. to 
younger generations imme- 
* diately. Ron Paul or John 
McCain may not unless they 
do research on their own,” 
said Ronald Sereg, assistant 
professor of communica- 
tions. 

If young voters don’t do 
their research, those candi-

Jindal 
said that this goes to show 
what kind of political repu- 
tation Louisiana has, and 


dates that gain exposure 
through popular websites 
may have an advantage on 
those candidates who don’t. 
Kay believes entertainment 
web sites, such as YouTube, 
can be a great tool for politi- 
cians to gain popularity 
among younger crowds. For 
example, the video “I got a 
Crush...on Obama” portrays 
a young woman who sings a 
catchy tune as she demon- 
strates her support for the 
candidate. The video has re- 
ceived more than 5.5 million 
views since it was added 
June 13. 

It seems this new type of 
indirect political campaign- 
ing is producing visible re- 
sults. In South Carolina, the 
number of young Democrat- 
ic voters rose from 26,000 in 
2004 to 74,245 in 2008, al- 
most tripling, according to 
youngvoterpac.org. 

According to Sereg, the 
Internet has revolutionized 
the way politics work, espe- 
cially amongst the younger 
crowds, with “blogs and 
podcasts replacing tradition- 
al political methods to reach 
voters.”

He made it clear that the 
special legislative session 
would be productive, with 
60 items to cover.

Politicians are looking for 
new ways to campaign, and 
doing it through the Internet 
may reduce costs and still be 
successful in reaching spe- 
cific audiences. Kay relies 
on the Internet to keep up 
with the presidential cam- 
paigns, whether it is through 
social network sites, or web 
sites that provide news only. 

“T read about 10 Web sites 
a day and try to find sources 
that aren’t biased,” said Kay. 

Sereg says political cam- 
paigning through the Inter- 
net could backfire for those 
who are easily influenced by 
this type of media because 
their main purpose is to en- 
tertain, not to inform. 

“These new media are 
criticized because they ori- 
ent to certain news, ‘impact’ 
news, which are only popu- 
lar because they are enter- 
taining,” said Sereg. 

Regardless of the success 
for candidates obtaining ex- 
posure and votes through the 
Internet, young people look- 
ing to vote need to be in- 
formed about politics.
